HINGS do not always work out as predict- 
ed. A case in hand is the matter of a re- 


turn of the American dough-boys stationed in 
the Coblenz section along the Rhine, the Day- 
ton News saj s. Washington authorities are in 
no hurry to hasten the return of these soldiers. 
The war department has announced that un- 
less the president orders otherwise there will be 
no change in the situation at lease until July 1. 
Secretary of War Weeks has announced that 
the depletion of appropriations available for 
the transportation of the men in the Coblena 
area has been so far reduced that either the 
sending of replacement troops or the actual re- 
turn of the present divisions is not possible. 
Moreover, Secretary Weeks declares that the 
doughboys along the Rhine are in no great 
hurry to come back. In fact they want to re- 
main. Under the circumstances the campaign 
promise that the boys would be returned im- 
mediately after the* inauguration cannot and 
will not be fulfilled. This is not said in a spirit 
of criticism. It is simply an additional ray of 
light upon a subject that we shall hear more 
about later on, as the matter becomes more in- 
tensely personal to the life of the country and 
its military policies.

G. K. CHESTERTON 


/^ILBERT KEITH CHESTERTON, British 
^-* essayist, just before sailing for his home 
with a bundle of easily earned American mon- 
ey, found time to tell an interviewer on the New 
York Evening Post, some of the impressions 
which his visit to this country had left. Ches- 
terton is rather difficult to understand. Some 
of his audiences have found him impossible. 
Others have raved about his genius and so on 
and so forth ad infinitum. He finds there are 
far too many hotels in the United States, altho 
it is fair to assume he hasn't made much of an 
investigation into the needa of American cities 
so far as hoetelries are concerned. 


Some of the Englishman's experiences are 
i 


highly amusing. Manifestly he hadn't very i 


and 
His 


much of an idea of how Americans live 
think before he arrived in this country. 
conceptions were drawn from what he 
heard and read. His sources of information 
naturally were very much limited. He la frank 
enough to admit some of the things some of us 
have) thought of him and he doesn't care a 
hang, either. 


His trip around the country proved a reve- 


lation to Chesterton, in so far as anything 
could possibly prove a revelation. "When I got 
to Omaha," he is quoted as saying, "I wondered 
if the word were another form of Omega, for* 
the end of the world." Of course, nobody sus- 
pects that this is what flashed thru Gilbert's 
mind, hut he saw a chance to pull a little com- 
edy and availed himself of the opportunity in 
a not very humorous way, either. Elaborating* 
upon his play on the word "Omega," Chester- 
con continues his interview in this wise: "Not, 
of course, that anyone has anything against 
the end of the world; not that it would not b* 
extremely interesting. I deeply regret to say 
that I never had heard of Omaha except in 
Bclloc's 'Path to Rome,' where he says that 
they cook worse in some town in France than 
anywhere in the world wfth the possible excep- 
tion of Omaha, Neb." 


Of such rambling comment was this inter- 


view. Perhaps his lectures do not do him Jus- 
tice. He calls his lectures, we understand, 
"raving nonsense." Perhaps hennas the proper 
characterization—who knows? 
Now he has 


gone. Back to England that he professes to 
love so well hut criticises -with such abandon 
at times.

PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


LOWLY but surely, educators and legislat- 


ors and citizens generally of Ohio arc 


coming to the inevitable conclusion that com- 
pulsory physical education will reduce sickness 
among school children, increase attendance 
and result in greater numbers of more vigor- 
ous, better educated, healthier and happier 
young men and women. 


Dr. J. H. Nichols, professor of physical ed- 


tfcation at Ohio State university is authority 
for the statement that more than 85 per cent 
of the freshmen entering Ohio State university 
each, year are physically deficient; that only 10 
or 15 per cent fall into the group of those that 
are symmetrically developed, organically sound 
and have no physical defects. 


Assurance is given that drooping head, 


round shoulders, protruding abdomen and flat 
chest can be corrected in schools by regular 
systematic exercise, but they cannot be cor- 
rected in college without many times the ef- 
fort, because the boy is beyond the growing 
stage and the bony framework is well set. 


Wherever physical education has been in- 


troduced in schools, it is the experience that 
illness has been greatly reduced and the at- 
tendance increased.
